BARTERIN HUMAN LIFE. 

A Woman was Selected 
as the Next Victim. 

Insured Their Lives Without 
Their Knowledgd. 

SOMEPROMINENTCITIZENS. 

Meridian, Mias., March 13. — A 
poisoning case, which promises to 
rival, il not eclipse, the record ol the 
famoua H. H. Holmes, has been un- 
earthed In Kemper county, thia State. 
For lour yeeru the citizens of that 
county have been startled every lew 
weeks by the indden death of neigh- 
bors. The deaths became so frequent 
and were sojrounded by so msnysus- 
piciotu circumstances that foul play 
was more than once anapected, but 
the authorities were bafified in their 
f flfbrta to run down and punish the 
gnilty parties. The latter part of last 
December a farmer named Davis, llv-. 
ing near Scoba, died with uomistaka- 
hie signs oi poisoning. An investi- 
gation waa ordered, and it was found 
that 

DAVIS’ LIFE WAS INSURED, 
in the the Equitable and the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Insurance Com- 
penlea of New York, and the Mutiul 
Benefit Life Insurance Company of 
Ncwiuk, N. J., lor $15, 000. Before 
the authorities had finished investi- 
gating the death of Davis the com- 
munity was shocked by the announce- 
ment ol the death ol S. T, StnarL an- 
other tanner, under circumstances 
similar to that oi Davit. 

The antboritics \-ent to work on 
tbit case, and discovered that Slnart 
had died of the efiects ol a dose of 
atrychoine, administered by W. H. 
Lipscomb, a physician who has here- 
tofore stood high in Kemper connty. 
The New York Life, the EquiUble 
and the Mutual Reserve Fund Life In- 
anrsDce Companlea of New York, sod 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Company, who bad insnred policies 
on Stnart’a life aggregating overjzo,- 
000, in favor of Guy Jack, a promi- 
nent merchant ofScooby, relnaed pay- 
ment, and employed Lonergan’t De- 
tective Agency ol New York, to aid 
the authorities in ferreting out the 
criminals. The investigation pro- 
ceeded quietly until the grand jury 
met at DcKalb this week and return- 
ed Indictments against Dr. W. H. 
LIpacomb and Guy Jack, charging 
them with murder in itae first degree 

The cases were called before Judge 
Huddleston yesterday, a jury impan- 
eled and the taking ol testimony be- 
gan this morning. From facts nn- 
eaithed by the authorities there it is 
believed by them that there is an or- 
ganized gang in Kemper countv com- 
posed ui prominent and wealthy peo- 
ple who have been trafificking in hu- 
man life. Positive evidence has been 
discovered, It is clslmed. showing 
that the lives of more than s dozen 
larmers, mostly poor people, have 
been Insured without their knowledge 
for iarge amonntt in lavor ol Guy 
Jack, Dr Llpacorab and others. The 
insurance companies have already 
discovered twelve cases where there 
was unilonbtedly murder committed 
for the Insnrince money, and (hey are 
hardly half through with the investi- 
gation. A case was brought to light 
showing that the villains would have 
added a poor widow to their Hat ol 
victims had it not been ior an acci- 
dent. Mta. Hardin, a widow, reald- 
ing at Scooba, filed an affidavit before 
the Circuit Court, charging Guy Jack 
and Dr. I.ipscomh with conaplracy to 
commit murder. The affidavit 
charges that Jack lusured her life in 
the F.quluble Company, ol New York, 
lor jtj.ooo without h-t knowlolge or 
conseut. Dr I.ipsoomb, she allegea, 
forged her uame to the application ior I 
the policy ami Jack was made the 
bcaeficlary. By au accident the com- 
pany mailed her a notice that her pre- 
mium was due, insteail of sending it 
to Jack. Upon recripi of the notice 
she dcmuided that the policy oe can- 
osied, which waa done.

In our laat of thia lerieu, we dem- 
onstrated the practical result, of neg- 
lecting toe proper control and gov- 
ernment of children in the family 
nursery, and now we want to ad- 
vance a ktep, and say that parental 
government is the pathis of aetf- 
cbntrol.. No man ever poaaessed self- 
control, who was not first controled 
himself, or rather we learn how to 
control onrselvee, by having been 
controled. 

Without Kl*''Control there cannot 
be, either a well governed or well 
formed character. His ia a poor, 
weak, Irail, fragile and uncertain 
character, who has no self-control. 
He is Ifke a ablp at sea— without 
rope or rudder, chart or compose — 
driven by the impulses oi his own 
passions or the paaoians oi others; 
while reason, judgmiat, common 
sense and diacretipn are kicked out of 
the'back door Shd totatl^isregatdcd. 
Hence while law is set for the Master, 
unhappily and unfortunately, preju- 
dice and passion becomes Mistress, 
amf tlierefore, the numerous viola- 
tions of law Indexed by the dockets 
oi our criminal cunrts. 

Tbronghont the land there is a 
widespread tendency to evade legal 
enactment, af though statutes were 
made for the public at large, but not 
lor the individual. Business itself, 
the success of which depends on sys- 
tem and accnrtcy, has also fallen into 
moral confnslon and derangement. 
Very many contracts are not observed 
nnlesa they are enforced by the dread 
of penalties; obligations are not often 
honored il they can aalety be broken; 
pledges given to a confiding people, 
ere rarely redeemed; end vows as- 
sumed, of the most sacred import, are 
treated as a matter of conrae, as a 
form, not strictly binding on any 
one. Adulteratlona.fmuds, cheating, 
“foxy” haggling and chaffering, are 
the commonplaces of commerce; and 
ao shameless have even prominent 
capitallats become, that, having aold 
valuable properties to foreignera at 
absurdly exorbitant rates, they have 
openly schemed and combined to strip 
what they have sold ol its worth by 
organizing an opposition bntiness of 
the same nature. This ia plundering 
the Egyptians with a vengeance; this 
getting even with the BritUhera in a 
manner not credltabie to our integ- 
rity, compelling them to buy ns off 
that their original investment may 
not be entirely aacrificed. I am not 
saying that the English are immacu- 
late, for I know they are not; bnt U 
they ere as heartless in their trade 
transactions as we are, what a com- 
ment this conadencelcss dealing ia 
on our Christian civilization, eape- 
cially as chntch members are as 
prominent in these questioning af- 
fairs as otbera. 

A religious profession is no seenri- 
ty against dishonesty, trickery, and 
faithlessness to engagements; neither 
is it an insnrance that debu will be 
paid, or that measure will be given. 
Lack of principle is the crying enrse 
of the tiroes in the church and out of 
it; and everywhere the individual ap- 
pears to feel as an imperator or dic- 
tator, endued with irresponsible pow- 
er, who is justified in having his own 
way at any coat of others and in car- 
rying things with a high hand if be 
can. wlthont regard to the interest of 
his fellows. A ladle, pliant, aleck, 
and sbuiiltng generation is this that 
cares strict stand arda of duty, rigidly 
interpreted, except as they serve to 
check some rascals from acting op to 
the tall measure of possible rascality. 
It ia not then surprising, where such 
looseness preva lit, that young people 
in America should fail to realize the 
neccifsity of imposing rational bonds 
on tbclr impntaes, desires and appe- 
tites, and that they ahonld become 
weak and acll-iudulgcnt. 

Their headiness and iniubordina- 
tion have passed into proverb, ano 
their disregard of parental authority 
ia the common tiilk of the world. A 
book with a “bad boy” in It is one of 
the moat popular and profitable forms 
of modern literstnre. Meads of fami- 
lies read It and Juke about it, and not 
unnaturally their precious offapringp 
consider the hero a model to be cop- 
ied. We have, in almost every com- 
munity, preaoclous stuokcra, prcco- 
cocious drinkers, and precocious esu- 
didated'tor the peniteutlsy and the 
galluws. A pungent writer hat re- 
cently Inquired: "Do )ron want to 

know where a boy usually begins to 
be fasti With a cigarette. It ia his 
first step in bravado, resistance of 
sober morality, and a bold step in dla- 
Obedience. The first step Is rspidly 
followed by the second. A highly 
cultivated and well-informed lady, 
who spends much ol her time In the 
country, assured me that, to her cer- 
tain knowledge, mere lads, in nuict 
lural retreats among the Vermont 
hills, often combine their carnlogs or 
their pilfcrlngs end import a keg of 
beer, and drink uutil they are stnpe- 
tiwl Nor la this the sum of their re- 
puleJ misdoings.

The reaolnlions on Dr Pendleton's 
death were aa tollows; 

The undersigned appointed by the 
Daviess County Confederate Aasocia- 
tion to prepare resolutions touching 
the death of Dr J. B Pendleton, re- 
port that theJF leel their utter inabili- 
ty to do justice to the life Slid charac- 
er ol their dead comrade. 

John lidward Pendleton died in 
Hartford, Ky., on the 31st of Januaiy 
1897, aged sixty-six years. He was 
descended Irom Philip Pendleton, a 
younger son, who came to Virginia 
from the city oi Norwich in Rnglsnd, 
more than two hundred jrcars ago. 

He was born in Wsshingtoa coun- 
ty, Kentucky,and graduated from the 
University ol Lonisville in 1854, and 
also from the Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, ' practicing his 
profession in Hartford nntil the com- 
mencement ol the civsl war, he then 
raised a company of infantry and 
joined the 6th «Kentacky Infantry, 
Confederate Army. Soon made snr- 
geon ol the regiment and then Brigs- 
'dler-Surgeon he served aa such nntil 
appointed on Gen Breckinridge's 
staff, with whom he remained until 
after the battle of Stone River. Then 
Cbiel Snrgeon of Maj Gen Martin’s 
Division of Gen Wheeler's Corps, he 
was with it in every battle until the 
close of the war. Returning home, 
he was met with s universal welcome 
Republicans vying with Democrats 
in testifying their respect and esteem.

Another has been added to the gold 
standard nations of the world, Japan 
hssjast decided to drop silver and 
adopt the gold standard. Prom time 
immemorial ailver has 'leen the stand- 
ard money ot Ispsn as it is to-day of 
China, but after October next the 
stanJaid will be gold and the ratio 
fixed between gold and silver is 32 
to I. about the commercial ratio. 
Thii. conclusion has been reached pur- 
suant to action of Parliament taken 
lour years ago. A commission oi 15 
eminent statesmen, bankers, and 
professors was appointed to make a 
atndy of the question and report their 
conclusions on the following three 
que -tions; First, the esnses and ef- 
fects ot the recent change in ratio be 
tween gold and silver. Second, the 
effectaofthechsnge on Japan. Third, 
whether such change necessitated the 
reform of the wrrency of Japan, and, 
if so, to determine what new standard 
of currency should be adopted and 
how it should be done. After an ex- 
haustive atndy of the subject covering 
ing lour years or thereabout, the com- 
mission has made its repot t aud sc 
tioo bss been tsken as stated. The 
silver countries are so few and unim- 
portant as to render it the height of 
folly for any country to return to the 
silver standard without conceited sc 
tio'i of the nations with which its 
cot'imerce is carried on. The action 
ot Congress in empowering the Presi- 
dent to appoint a commission to set 
in concert with like comtnlssioas Irora 
the principal nations of Rurope in an 
effort to effect an agreement by which 
the restoration ot silver to Us former 
position may be astcly effected, and 
the expressed acquiescence of the 
President in the movement gives hope 
that something in that direction may 
be accomplished. That an earnest 
effort will be made we may rest as 
siir-d. Senator Wolcott, just return 
ed Irom hla Buropean trip, is of the 
opiuion that the proapect is good lot 
such an agreement. By this means 
free coinage of silver may become 
sate and desirable measure. Without
